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France Crushed 


When Paul Baudouin, occupying the 
post of foreign minister in the Petain 
cabinet, said last week that France would 


: fight on rather than accept a dishonorable 


peace he was evidently indulging a vain 
hope or trying to bluff Hitler. Hope or 
bluff, the statement is reversed by the 
terms of the armistice imposed and ac- 
cepted, These terms are not only humil- 
ating. They are crushing. 

France has been treated as a country 
beaten into helplessness. More than one- 
half its territory is handed over to German 
occupation. When Italy occupies the Medi- 
terranean coast it will be entirely an in- 
land country, without a mile of sea front. 
All its arms and munitions in the occu- 
pied territory are to be turned over to 
Germany. are to be 
grounded—unti] Germany gets ready to 
fly them. Its warships are to be interned— 
until Germany or Italy wants to use them. 

Not only is France taken out of the 
war; its equipment of all kinds is delivered 
into enemy ownership or custody, and may 
be employed against France's allies. Its 
soil, including its ports and its great indus- 
trial areas, is to be used as a base for an 
attack upon Britain. Britain—with which 
France stands bound by treaty to make 
war in common and conclude peace only 
by mutual agreement. 

The French people will live, half of 
them under alien rule, the rest surround- 
ed by enemies. They will not be able to 
export a ton of produce or import a ton of 
supplies save by consent of their masters. 
Their country, occupied and unoccupied, 
will be exploited in both the economic and 
the military sense, for the benefit of Ger- 
many and Italy. France is reduced by a 
stroke of the pen to the status of a fifth- 
rate power. 

This is t’.e “honorable peace” to which 
M. Baudouin and his colleagues felt them- 
selves obliged to put their names. 


An Ally Still 


It should be noted—and remembered 
—that the unconditional capitulation of 
France is the doing of a cabinet which has 
no legal right to exist and no authority to 
speak in the name of the French people. 
The Reynaud cabinet was the last to hold 
office by consent of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, therefore the only body of men 
which can at the present moment make 
any claim to representative capacity. 

By what means that cabinet was oust- 
ed and the Petain junta put in its place 
has not been disclosed. The armistice ac- 
cepted by this illegitimate successor sug- 
gests very strongly why the Reynaud 
ministry was jockeyed out of office. It 
was pledged to fight on to victory. Pe- 
tain was hardly in the saddle until he 
asked Germany to name its terms and 
stop fighting. 

The French nation is not a party to 
this deal. It has not been consulted in the 
matter, The last duly constituted cabinet 
had no part nor lot in the business. No 
Frenchman is therefore bound to accept 
the terms as binding upon him, Those sol- 
diers and civilians who can get® out of 
France are getting out—to fight else- 
where. From the French territories over- 
Sea come assurances that the armistice is 
rated at its proper legal value—nothing, 
and the people of these territories will 
carry on the fight as and where they can, 

It is, and it must continue to be, one of 
the purposes of the Allies to restore 
France to full sovereign rights and terri- 
tory. France has not broken its treaty, 
given up its soil to the invader, and hand- 
ed him weapons with whici to attack Bri- 
tain. These things were done by a group 
of men who held power without consent, 
and without a shadow of claim to speak 
for the French nation anybody but 
themselves. 

Whatever these men may deserve, 
France deserves the continued confidence 
of its allies and their protection when the 
hour comes to cast up the accounts and 
make a final settlement with the dictators.

More War Dollars 


Those who have been telling us Cana- 
dians were not keenly enough aware that 
the country is at war may change to some 


other subject. The budget brought down 
at Ottawa will stimulate a lively and wide- 
spread appreciation of the fact. 

Last year's over-all deficit was $118,- 
000,000, wholly accounted for by war 
expenditures, despite an increase of $47,- 
000,000 in revenue over estimates, Ex- 
penditure this year will be $700,000,000 on 
war account at the minimum, and what- 
ever sum more than that may be found 
necessary to meet conditions and finance 
the extra effort shown by events to be 
possible. 

Hence there are to be sharp increases 
in income taxation and luxury taxation 
while excess profits taxes go up and spe- 
cific taxes hit a wide range of consumer 
goods.. Some of the new levies and in- 
creased levies will not become payable 
until next year. Despite the heavier collec- 
tions to be made this year, it is expected 
the year will end with a deficit running 
somewhere between $500,000,000 and 
$600,000,000. 

Where to get money was not the only 
consideration in framing the budget. It 
was aimed directly to recover a sub- 
stantial part of the increased earnings of 
the nation due to war conditions; to 
make the war finance itself in measure, so 
to speak. As the national income is ex- 
pected to be $700,000,000 more than last 
year, the heavier taxation will be paid out 
of a larger volume and a higher average 
of income. 

Another object, definitely announced, 
is to check the importation of luxuries, 
since this would cut down the amount of 
war equipment and supplies the Govern- 
ment can buy abroad. This need being un- 
predictably large, the taxes specifically 
framed to embargo luxury imports are 
severe to the point of being prohibitive in 
some cases. We are going to have to get 
along without some things. 

One way or another, everyone is going 
to be affected and every pocket tapped for 
more war money. There will, of course, be 
plenty of discussion as to whether the 
extra burden is being distributed with fair 
uniformity. But that it had to be imposed 
is not a matter for argument. Hitler de- 
creed ‘t when he started the war. And 
whatever it costs, victory will be cheaper 
than defeet. 


King Carol told the Rumanians he had 
“succeeded in realizing a totalitarian 
union, which is essential now, for no one 
knows what the future holds in store for 
us.” What he meant is that the totali- 
tarians have been admitted to power, for 
the reason that what would otherwise 
happen to Rumania was disconcertingly 
clear.

Steady All 


The Canadian people, through their Parlia- 
ment, have entrusted the government with a 
grave and difficult task and must, in view of the 
gravity and difficulty of the situation, place at 
the government's disposal all possible facilities 
for discharging the task with speed and effi- 


ciency. If certain rights and liberties go over- 
board temporarily, that can not be helped. They 
will be restored. If certain safeguards are sus- 
pended, that is one of the necessities of war. 
The civilian as well as the soldier must submit 
to discipline. 

But the civilian should not be alarmed about 
the changes or their implications. He must keep 
his heart and still his nerves. He as well as the 
government has a duty. He may rest assured 
that the authorities have no intention of putting 
all their vast new powers into effect at once, 
that they will use only such of the powers as 
they find necessary and that at the earliest pos- 
sible moment there will be a return to the old 
status quo.—Vancouver Province, 


The Niagara 


The destruction by a mine off the New Zea- 
land coast of the Canadian-Australian steamship 
Niagara brings the war more closely home to 
Vancouver than any incident yet. For nearly 
30 years the Niagara has been going and coming 
between this port and the southern Dominions 
and Vancouver had come to have a lively and 
friendly interest in her. Now &he is gone, sunk 
by an enemy mine in a part of the world where 
it was not even dreamed that enemy mines could 
be. 

In the last war, a German word, “Schreklich- 
keit,” meaning “frightfulness,” was much in 
vogue. Even in 1914 the Germans had brought 
a ruthlessness to their warfare that had not been 
known since barbarian times. They tried to de- 
stroy the morale of their enemies by terrorism 
or frightfulness. The destruction of the Niagara 
is a bit of frightfulness, 

The direct benefit to Germany from the 
blowing up of a British ship half a world away 
from the British coast can not be much. But 
there is an indirect benefit. The Germans will 
overwhelm Britain by storm—by Blitzkrieg—if 
they can, If they fail in this, they will try to 
starve her by means of a submarine and mine 
blockade. Mines are to be expected in the vicin- 
ity of the British coast and mine sweepers are 
constantly at work combatting them. They are 
dangerous, but not terrifying. Mines sown in- 
discriminately in distant seas, however, have a 
terror all their own. 

Anything that will keep the British or 
nations that would serve the British from using 
the seas to the full is of value to the Germans. 
t would help them even to slow down sea 
traffic by making watchfulness more necessary 
So they go far afield. 

The destruction of the Niagara is but one 
more proof that we are at war with a foe whose 
ruthlessness and resourcefulness knows almost 
no bounds.—Vancouver Province. 


On This Date 


A century ago today, Oswego, N.Y., was the 
scene of the last of the effective attacks made by 
Bill Johnson and his “Patriot” associates in their 
war upon Britain, through Canada. On June 25, 
1840, Benjamin Lett, had been active on 
the Windsor and Lake Ontario sectors of 
1e “Patriot campaign,” made an attempt to 
burn the Canadian steamship Great Britain, as 
she lay at the wharf at Oswego. He might have 
succeeded had not an accomplice, David Dafoe, 
turned state’s evidence, informing the police 
that a trunkful of explosives had been conveyed 
aboard. 

Lett was arrested, tried and convicted of at- 
tempted arson and sentenced to seven years in 
Auburn prison. The Kingston Chronicle com- 
mented that “the verdict and sentence are hon- 
orable to both court and jury,” gdding the hope 
that the American government “would act in 
the same spirit and let him serve the whole 
term.” But a few days later Lett escaped in a 
sensational manner a few miles from Auburn, as 
he was being conveyed to prison by rail. He 
jumped from the moving train, threw himself 
down a 65-foot embankment, and there was able, 
possibly with the aid of a confederate planted 
there, to remove the handcuffs and the shackles

on his legs. 
The sheriff published a description and 
offered a reward of $100 for his capture. This 


was supplemented by an offer of $250 by Gov- 
ernor Seward of New York state and he declared 
that the cause of public justice and the peace 
and the welfare of the state demanded his arrest. 
But Lett left New York state, for a time at least, 
but in September, 1841, his desire to damage the 
Welland cana] Jed him back to Buffalo, where 
he was arrested, and sent back to Auburn in 
irons, He served four years of his term, then 
removed to Illinois, but died at Milwaukee on 
Dec. 9, 1858, from strychnine poisoning, by 
whom administered nobody ever ascertained.

This type of test is generally inex- 
pensive and yet it has an important 
value in good healtn examination.

tip of the finger or the lobe of the 
ear, The part is first cleansed with 
alcohol and dried. A small puncture 
is made with a special instrument 
which cuts through the skin with 
barely any pain and the blood is 
then squeezed through this very 
small opening and samples collected 
in sterile pipettes. 
average patient finds the 
procedure very interesting 
t is easy to understand why he 
nature al interest in 
r after all, it is his 
blood that is going to be tested 
After taking the sample, the spot 
is again sterilized and covered with 
sOme protective substance. It is a

babies submit to the taking of the 
‘samples with no fuss at all. 

One of the usual tests is to come 
pare the color of the sample with 
the right shade for healthy blood. If 
the color is too low, this indicates 
that the hemoglobin of your blood 
is not plentifuy enough. The color is 
generally expressed in percentages, 
thus Normal blood may se said to 
range from 85% to 100%.The red 
coloring of the blood cells gives 
them their special ability to absorb 
oxygen and when the hemoglobin 
is reduced it means that the cells 
of your body do not obtain all the 
| Oxygen they need, 

Usually the next step is to place 
a smal! amount of blood on a glass 
slide. This is placed under a microe 
scope so that the cells may be dise 
tinguished and counted. To find out 
how this “count” is made is an in- 
teresting thing in itself. When you 
have anemia, the count is too low, 
meaning that the red cells are de- 
creased, 

If you have an acute infection, the 
white cells will probably be too 
high, meaning that the white cells 
or the blood cells which do the the 
scavenger work in the body, have 
been added to, in an effort the body 
is making to fight the infection. 

Yas, the blood is a very vital fluid 
and a very interesting fluid. If you 
have not had a test made recently 
of your blood, it would be a good 
plan to do so.
